Tho following instructions are giv­ 
en for the information of voters: 
A 
j voter entering the polling place and 
giving his name and residence, will 
: receive a ballot from the ballot clerk 
which must have endorsed thereon 
i the name or initials of the both bal­ 
l o t clerks, and no other ballot can be 
used. 
Upon receiving his ballot the 
voter must retire to a booth or com­ 
partment and prepare the same for 
voting. 
A ballot clerk may inform 
the voter as to the proper manner of 
marking a ballot, but he must not 
advise or indicate In any manner 
whom to vote for. 
The voter should 
then make a crossmark X in the 
square I 
J to the right of the uame 
of the person for whom he wishes to 
i vote. 
After preparing his ballot for 
delegates to the national convention 
'the elector shall detach 
the 
same 
I from the remaining tickets and fold 
Sit so that its face will be concealed 
land the printed endorsement 
and 


signature or initials thereon 
seen. 
The remaining tickets attached to­ 
gether shall be folded in like m an­ 
ner by the elector, who shall there­ 
upon, without leaving the 
polling 
place, vote the marked ballot forth­ 
with and deposit the remaining tick­ 
ets in a separate box to be marked 
and designated as the blank ballot 
box. 
The ballot should not be marked 
in any other manner. 
If the ballot 
be spoiled, must be returned to the 
ballot clerk, who must issue another 
in its stead, but not more than three 
in all shall be issued to any one vot­ 
er. F'ive minutes time is allowed in 
the booth to mark ballot. Unofficial 
ballots or memoranda to assist the 
voter in marking his ballot may be 
used to copy from. 
The ballot must 
not be shown so that any person can 
see how it has been marked by tho 
voter. 
After it is marked it. should 
be folded so that the inside cannot 


he seen, but so that the printed in­ 
dorsement and signatures of the bal­ 
lot clerks on the outside may be seen. 
Then the voter should pass out of 
the booth or compartment, give his 
name to the inspector in charge of 
the ballot box. hand him his ballot 
to he placed in the box, and pass out 
of the voting place. 
A voter who declares to the pre­ 
siding officer that he is unable to 
read, or that by reason of physical 
disability he is unable to mark his 
ballot, can have assistance of one or 
two election officers, in marking the 
same, to be chosen by the elector: 
and if he declares that he is totally 
blind, he may be assistful by any per­ 
son chosen by him from among the 
legal voters of the county. 
The pre­ 
siding officer may administer an oath 
in his discretion as to such person’s 
disability.
